I  have  the  honour  to  present  herewith  my  34th  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  of  your  Borough.  . .  -•••'•'  •

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  the  age  of  one  year  was 
15,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  20  compared  with  14  in  1969. 
The  average  for  the  five  years  up  to  and  including  1970  was  18.0, 
compared  with  16 .7  for  the  five  years  up  to  and  including  1969. 

The  provisional  figure  for  England  and  Wales  was  18.0.  Of  the  15 
deaths  mentioned  above  all  but  three  were  due  to  causes  operating 
before  birth,  namely  congenital  defects  and  prematurity. 

30  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  compared  with  478  in  the 
previous  year.  Other  notifiable  infectious  diseases  were  re¬ 
presented  by  a  few  sporadic  cases  of  infective  hepatitis  and  of 
mengingitis. 

There  was  one  incident,  of  bacterial  food  poisoning.  Some  100 
persons  were  affected  out  of  a  total  of  about  350  at  risk.  The 
investigations  involved  the  Department  in  a  very  considerable  amount 
of  work  in  tracing  the  source  of  the  outbreak  and  in  measures  to 
clear  food  handlers. 

Heart  disease,  malignant  disease  and- -cerebrovascular  disease, 
in  that  order,  were  the  major  causes  of  death.  Of  the  total  of  482 
deaths  349  were  in  persons  over  65  years  of  age,  and  of  these  208 
were  over  75  years  of  age. 

In  the  field  of  Housing  the  survey,  repair  and  maintenance  of 
the  existing  stock  of  housing  and  the  environmental  improvement  of 
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the  older  parts  of  the  town  will  make  increasing  demands  on  the 
resources  of  the  Health  Department  in  the  coming  years,  and  unless 
the  other  environmental  health  activities  of  the  Department  are  to 
suffer  an  increase  in  the  staff  to  carry  out  the  work  appears 
essential . 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Health  and  Housing 
Committee  for  their  support  during  the  year.  I  am  Indebted  to 
Mr.  Healey,  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  much  of  the  work  of 
compiling  this  report  and  to  all  members  of  the  staff  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  willing  co-operation  during  the  year.

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MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 


Ante-natal  Clinic 

The  clinic  provides  regular  ante-natal  supervision  of  expectant 
mothers  complementary  to  that  given  by  the  general  practitioners, 
with  -whom  close  liaison  is  maintained.  It  enables  the  midwives, 
who  in  most  cases  will  actually  conduct  the  delivery,  to  examine 
their .patients  under  more- convenient  conditions  -than  are  usually 
afforded  in  a  private  house,  and  the  mothers  also  receive  talks 
on  all  matters,  relating  to  pregnancy • and  the  lying-in  period. 

These,  together  with  the  relaxation  classes  started  in  1957,  have 
proved  a  great  success  and  are  very  well  attended.  They  give  the 
mothers,  especially  those  to  whom  childbirth  is  a  new  experience,  a 
greater  confidence  and  help  to  allay  many  of  the  fears  which  formerly 
surrounded  the  birth  of  a  baby.

Day  Nursery 

_.Day  Nursery. -facilities  are  provided  by  the  County  Council 
primarily  for  cases  where  circumstances  are  such  that  nursery 
accommodation  is  necessary  on  welfare  grounds,  e.g.  for  children 
having  only  one  parent,  for  cases  of  temporary  illness  in  the  home, 
or  where  the  child’s  home  environment  is  unsatisfactory. 


In  April  1971,  the  new  Nursery  in  Regent  Street  was  opened 
to  replace  the  one  in  Southfields  Park. 


The  control  of  this,  as  well  as  the  other  social  services 
of  the  County  Council,  now  passes  to  the  new  Social  Services 
Department. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948 


Section  47  -  Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of 

care  and  attention. 

Under  this  section  the  Council  is  empowered  to  apply  to  a 
Court  of  Summary  Jurisdiction  for  an  order  for  the  removal  to  a 
suitable  place  of  a  person  who  is  suffering  from  grave  chronic 
disease,  or  being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  is 
living  in  Insanitary  conditions  and  is  not  receiving  proper  care 
and  attention.  A  certificate  that  such  action  is  necessary  must 
be  issued  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Investigations  were  made  into  a  few  cases  during  the  year, 
but  in  no  case  was  formal  action  considered  to  be  necessary.

All  but  a  few  outlying  properties  are  connected  to  the  main 
drainage  system,  new  extensions  having  been  laid  in  private  estate 
developments  totalling  430  yards.  Preliminary  work  on  extensions 
to  sewage  disposal  works  is  being  carried  out:  this  will  probably 
result  in  the  replacement  of  Hathern  Works  by  a  rising  main  to  the 
Loughborough  Works.

WATER  SUPPLY 

The  water  supply  in  the  Borough  has  been  both  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity  during  the  year.  The  sources  of  supply  of  the 
treated  water  are  subject  to  regular  sampling  and  all  results  have 
been  satisfactory.  51  samples  of  raw  water  and  84  of  the  treated 
water  were  found  satisfactory  on  bacteriological  examination.  13 
samples  examined  chemically  also  proved  satisfactory.

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 

Food  Complaints 

Several  complaints  have  been  received  during  the  year  in 
respect  of  perishable  food  products.  The  problem  is  particularly 
illustrated  as  regards  products  such  as  pork  pies.  Sach  manufacturer 
has  his  own  particular  coding  system  and  its  identification  at  store 
level  as  an  aid  to  stock  rotation  is  unknown. 

The  time  has  now  arrived  for  a  common  readily  identifiable 
system  of  manufacturers’  coding  to  be  introduced  and  made  available 
to  those  involved  in  the  food  trade.  The  more  we  ” police"  the 
operation  jointly,  the  better  standard  we  shall  achieve.

Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations  I960 


Food  hygiene  has  been  prominent  in  the  inspectors'  duties 
during  the.  year. 

A  number  of  the  catering  premises  in  the  Borough  are  conducted 
by  Asians  and  Eastern  Europeans.  A  considerable  amount  of  time  has 
been  spent  in  educating  these  people  in  the  reasons  and  need  for  ~ 
hygiene,  and  difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  efforts  to  change 
habits  which  do  not  confirm  to  good  basic  hygiene. 

Work  has  been  concentrated  on  industrial  canteens  and, 
particularly,  the  large  full-time  Further  Education  establishments, 
as  one  is  always  conscious  of  the  large  number  of  people  at  risk  in 
communal  establishments.

Pet  Animals  Act  1951 

Four  applications  have  been  received  during  the  year  for 
a  licence  to  keep  a  pet  shop  at  specified  premises  under  the 
above  Act,  which  regulates  the  sale  of  pet  animals  and  the 
condition  under  which  they  are  kept  for  sale.  Annual  licences 
were  granted  in  each  case. 

Clean  Air  Act  1956 

One  approval  was  given  to  a  chimney  height  proposal. 

Riding  Establishments  Acts  1964  and  1970 

There  are  two  premises  licensed  as  riding  establishments 
which  are  subject  to  annual  veterinary  inspection  and  local 
conditions  incorporated  in  the  licence. 

Under  the  new  Act,  notice  boards  giving  information  in  the. 
event  of  fire  risks  must  be  provided.  No  persons  under  the  age  of 
16  years  are  to  be  left  in  charge  of  premises  or  of  riders  who  are 
not  competent,  and  insurance  cover  for  third  party  risks  in.  respect 
of  the  horse  riders  must  be  taken  out.

The  general  requirements  of  the  Act  are  directed  to  making 
provision  for  the  safety,  health  and  welfare  of  people  employed 
in  these  premises,  with  the  exception  that  premises  where  only 
self-employed  persons  work  and  certain  close  relatives  of  the 
employer  are  excluded  from  the  provisions  of  the  Act.

HOUSES  IN  MULTIPLE  OCCUPATION 

There  has  been  no  real  progress  made  in  the  systematic 
location  and  dealing  with  houses -in-multiple  occupation,  due  in 
some  measure  to  the  fact  that  work  has  been  diverted  to  other 
aspects  of  housing  i.e.  improvements,  clearance,  redevelopment. 
Therefore,  the  time  required  to  carry  out  surveys  has  not  been 
available.  It  is  highly  probable,  in  the  light  of  the  new 
definition  contained  in  the  Housing  Act  1969,  that  quite  a  number 
of  houses  of  the  late  19th  and  early  20th  century  three-storey  type, 
which  appear  to  be  occupied  by  single  persons,  such  as  students, 
immigrants,  etc.,  may  well  fall  into  the  category  of  ’Houses  in 
Multiple  Occupation’  as  well  as  those  houses  in  which  two  or  more 
families  reside. 

It  is  hoped  that  a  proposal  to  increase  the  staff  of  the 
Department  will  be  considered  in  the  near  future,  as  this  would 
enable  some  survey  work  to  be  carried  out  and  it  would  be  possible 
to  bring  the  register  of  these  houses  up-to-date.  It  would  appear 
that,  apart  from  providing  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire,  there 
is  little  need  for  other  works,  but  it  will  be  necessary  to  take 
action  to  prevent  overcrowding. 

It  is  also  proposed  to  submit  for  Council  approval  the  basic 
conditions  required  in  these  houses.

From  June  1970  the  Department  undertook  responsibility 
for  the  Improvement  Grants  Scheme  v\hich  had  previously  been 
administered  by  three  separate  Corporation  Departments.  Much 
good  work  had  been  achieved  in  previous  years ,  but  with  the  wider 
scope  of  improvement  grants  under  the  1969  Housing  Act,  the 
possibilities  of  declaring  General  Improvement  Areas  and  an 
increasing  number  of  applications  for  qualification  certificates 
from  property  owners  to  de-control  rents,  it  was  found  that  a  full¬ 
time  officer  should  be  appointed  for  this  work.  The  Health  and 
Housing  Committee  appointed  a  Public  Health  Inspector  to  the  post 
of  Housing  Improvements  Officer,  and  it  has  been  possible  for  his 
work  to  be  co-ordinated  with  the  normal  statutory  duties  in  housing 
carried  out  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  under  the  various  Housing 
and  Public  Health  Acts. 

In  addition  to  dealing  with  a  steady  flow  of  applications 
for  both  standard  and  improvement  grants,  advisory  work  has  taken 
up  a  major  part  of  the  time  during  the  year.  This  is  particularly 
true  in  the  sphere  of  housing  improvements  and  rents  where  legal 
and  administrative  procedures  are  complex;  however,  this  advisory 
work  has  been  appreciated  by  tenants,  owners  and  estate  agents. 

Administrative  machinery  has  been  set  up  to  deal  with 
qualification  certificate  applications  and  up  to  31.12.70,  117 
such  applications  had  been  received. 

To  a  degree,  this  detailed  work  has  held  up  the  promotion  of 
improvement  work,  but  it  is  hoped  in  the  near  future  to  start  on  a 
policy  for  General  Improvement  Areas  throughout  the  Borough.
